We shall expect to hear critics of British 
policy hold forth again as they.learn of the 
abortive Gandhi-Jinnah parley, In the latest 
issue of the Washington Post, for example, 
is a half-page advertisement—“paid for by | 
a handful of Indian nationals” residing in the 
United States. It is addressed to the “Peo- 
ple of America” and tells them that “India’s 
freedom ig essential for speedy victory over 
the Japanese and a lasting world peace.” It 
quotes Ambassador William Phillips, Mr. | 
Roosevelt's personal envoy to India, from 
a 16month-old “secret document” as say-| 
ing: “It would appear that we will have the 
prime responsibility in the conduct of the 
war against Japan; there is no evidence that 
the British intend to do more than give a 
téken assistance,” and “the present Indian 
army is purely mercenary.” 

Anglophobe Senator Albert Chandler of 
Kentucky gets a spot in the advertisement 
Yor his repudiation of the argument “now 
being used by high officials of the British 
government, namely, that what happened in 
India is none “of our business.” He calls 
upon the President “to make a full report} 
to the Senate” on conditions in India . . . 50} 
that “we may safeguard the well-being of 
our sons .. . and other kinsmen who are 
heroically fighting the hated Japanese enemy 
in the Far East.” Representative Calvin 
Johnson of Jilinois wins a mention for his 
view that “it is vital for the United States 
to have more active support from the Indian 
Army and the Indian people.” 

In the issue carrying the advertisement 
to which we have referred, incidentally, the 
Post deals at length editorially with the 
Phillips extracts and says “it is incredible | 
that these words should have been regarded 
seriously then, let alone now,” noting that 
Mr. Churchill's Quebec declaration speaks 
for itself—as actualities have borne out the 
circumstantial evidence within the last 16| 
months. Commenting that “mercenary” is | 
not a pleasant word, “meaning as it does a 
man. who is paid to fight for a foreign 
country,” the influential Washington daily 
concludes; 

“It is pertinent, in view of what has been 
said about the Indian army, to recall some of 
its deeds. In Africa, in Europe, and in Asia the} 
Indians can look upon their martial record with 
pride. The first country to be liberated was 
Ethiopia, and the job was accomplished by the 
Indians, Field Marshal Montgomery has him- 
eelf testified that the Fourth Indian Division was 
one of the best divisions in the glorious EBighth 
Army. ‘'t was to this-division that von Arnim 
surrendered in Tunisia, and it is now in the 
forefront of the battle in Italy. Indian troops 
played the main part in repelling the full-scale 
Japanese attempt te invade India, and are now 
fighting in Burma. In this campaign the Japan- 
ese have lost 60,000 killed, or one-third of the 
total Japantse estimated killed by the Allies to 
date.” 

To which may be added the reminder 
that Dr. Johnson once said that friendship 
should be kept in constant repair. ‘The 
Quebec parley evidently served that purpose, 
For the conferees parted in “a blaze of 
friendship.” In the meantime, however, Mr. 
Gandhi and Mr. Jinnah possess the*“tools” 
which some folk in Washington are trying 
to use by remote control—with inexperienced 
“hands.”

purchases here will be made at a time when 
the war buying to which we have geared 
our business pace wil] be easing off. 

Circumstances bring occasions when it 
is good business as well as wise politics 
to indulge in lend-lease or some other form 
of credit financing, In peace as well as in 
war, when a nation is surrounded by neigh- 
bors that are desperate or bankrupt, it 
serves our own self interest intelligently 
to make our surpluses of useful goods avail- 
able to the needy. 

However, it should be borne in mind that 
the trade stimulation that comes as a result 
of sharing our abundance in this manner 
is not a norma] trade. The hope is that 
when funds devoted to this purpose 
exhausted, the countries we are now aidin 
will have their houses in order. The sound 
basis then would be if we could trade on a 
reciprocal basig in which payments received 
for. goods sold came in goods or services 
received,

NOT GETTING RICHER 


N SPITE OF ALL THE REPORTED HIGH 
volume of profits and earnings under 
conditions of war “prosperity,” the rich in 
Canada are certainly not becoming richer. 
This ‘fact is emphasized anew by the 
figures just issued by the federa] Minister | 
of National Revenue. These show that as 
against 11,816 individual taxpayers in 1940 
with incomes of more than $10,000, there 
were only 8,036 last year in all Canada. The| 
incomes of the 11,816 ‘totaled $240,822,309 in 
1940, and the taxation on these was $38,643,- 
690. During the last year, the 8,036 received 
$164,190,000 and paid in taxes $51,134,479. 
Higher income and excess profits taxes 
account for the difference. Prosperity in 
this war has been confined to the lower in- 
come groups, This is evident on every hand, 
but it is well that we should have the latest 
facts before us.

N ALL THE planning for the postwar 
years that is being done the world over, 
planning that includes economic and politi- 
cal reconstruction, vast schemes for rehabili- 
tation of the wounded and the demobilized, 
great plans for raising living and health 
standard; in all this nothing is being done 
about the greatest of postwar problems, the 
problem of intimate human relationships. 
Nothing is being done because nothing can 
be done, for it is a problem which only the 

individuals concerned can work out, 

No one who thinks beyond the smiling 
faces of the returning service men and their 
happy, reunited families can be unaware of 
this problem. This war has literally torn 
years from the family lives of our young 
people—precious years, formative years, 
“eats “which Gai never be regained and 
which will-condition the many more years | 
which are to come. 

To thousarids of young Canadians—and 
Americans and Russians and Britons too—. 
Daddy_is not somebody who comes home -at 
night to supper; who fixes wagons, goes for 
walks, plays ball, reads Stories aloud and | 
occasionally administers a spanking. Daddy 
is a picture on the wall, on the table or on 
mother’s bureau. He is a nice looking man | 
in a fine uniform and someday he will come 
home again and it will be such fun! 


y®= HE WILL come home again. There 

will be fun. That is for sure. But after 
the fun, after the happy reunion has been 
enjoyed to the limit, there wil} come the 
period of readjustment. There will be a 
man in the house again after so many years 
and the effect upon the household, though 
it consist of a single room or a mansion, 
will be profound, What is more, it will be 
a strange man in the house. The ordeal! of 
war will have changed him considerably, 
perhaps deeply; just as the ordeal of trying 
to be a father and a mother to growing chil- 
dren will have wrought profound changes 
in the personality of the mother. 

Family life cannot be picked up where it 
was dropped two, four or five years. ago. |

For THE. younger servicemen the prob- 
lem of readjustment will be infinitely | 
more difficult than for the older men.

After fwo, three and four ‘years of having 
everything doné for them, of having others 
worry about their welfare, they will sud-/| 
denly find themselves on their own. They | 
will not only have to worry about them-/ 
selves but about their families as well. The 
test of responsibility will be thrust upon 
them. Thousands of’ them, who went 
straight from school and college to the! 
forces, will discover the new world of busi- 
ness and the task of making a living. What 
was once a life of great simplicity will be 
come a life of vast complexity. 

It ig true that the governments may 
help in these readjustments, There will be| 
committees and organizations galore to help} 
fit the service men back into civilian life.| 
But none of these organizations can solve 
the problem of human relationship. This 
must be solved by the men and women and 
children themselves. - They have got to work | 


| it out, almost hour by hour and day by day | 


The daddy who Was once a picture on the 
wall must grow into the family in a sort 
of self-grafting operation. The organizations, 
the rehabilitation schemes |

ate. But the ultimate happiness of all these | 
human beings does not depend upon jobs| 
or work. It depends in the final analysis 
whether a happy home life can be achieved.

That cancer strikes stealthily, 
and. during its curable stages, 
painlessly, was stressed. by Dr. 
William Magner, Toronto, assist- 
ant professor of pathology at the 
University of Toronto, in his ad- 
dress to the public meeting spon- 
sored by the B.C. Medical Asso- 
ciation in the Metropolitan United 
Church Thursday evening.

that should be carefully noted by 
every person approaching middle 
age: 

First, any sore on the lips, in| 
the mouth or on the skin which |

Second, any irregular bleeding 
from any of the body passages, 
or any persistent disturbance of 
the bowel function may mean 
cancer of the intestine or the 
uterus. 

Third, loss of appetite asso- 
ciated with nausea and discom- 
fort in the upper abdomén may 
mean cancer of the stomach. 

Fourth, persistent _ hoarseness. 
may mean cancer-of the larynx. 

Fifth, difficulty in swallowing | 
may mean cancer of the oesoph- | 
agus or gullet. 

Sixth, persistent cough, especi- 
ally if associated with pain in the | 
chest and blood-stained sputum | 
may mean cancer of the lung. } 

Seventh, any lump in the breast 
may be cancer. 

Dr. Magner, however, empha- 
sized that while these may mean 
cancer, fortunately in the great 
majority ‘of cases they do not, 
but are due to some more or less 
trivial ‘condition which can be} 
readily cured: “If, however, such 
signs and symptoms are not) 
carefully investigated,” he said, 
“many cases of cancer in its early 
and curable stages will be 
missed.” 

He discussed many of the mis- 
taken ideas that the lay public 
have concerning cancer, and told | 
of discoveries made by medical | 
science regarding its incidence, | 
cause and cure. | 

For their.own protection, he 
said, people must be warned 
against cancer “cures” which lack 
the endorsation of the medical | 
profession, as bitter disappoint 
ment and useless expense is the 
lot of those who place faith in 
any of these alleged cures. 

He thought that the increase 
in the number of deaths from 
cancer could be explained by the | 
fact that owing to increased effi- | 
ciency of public health measures | 
and advances in medical treat- 
ment, more people are living to/| 
the age at which cancer strikes.
